Is Wicked

TNON’T THINK for a moment you 
could stand before some Record­ 
ing Angel, with a memorandum in 
your hand showing Uie number of 
tim es you had attended church last

Can It Be a Sin 
To Go to C hurch? 
Church-going is not necessarily a 
good act. Worship may be a quite 
wicked deed. Most people are slow 
getting that into their heads. They 
think that one act of worship on 
Sunday will somehow make up for a 
lot of bad behavior Monday through 
Saturday inclusive. But it is not so. 
The first person in history to see 
and to say that worship need not be 
good and can even be very bad, was 
none other than the prophet Amos. 
The Israelites to whom he 
spoke were what we would call 
a church - going people; they 
were certainly temple - going. 
They followed the same ritual 
that was used in Jerusalem, 
they offered tithes and sacri­ 
fices, they kept the Sabbath, 
they attended the feasts and 
they observed the fasts and they 
sang the sacred hymns. 
Yet Amos denounces the whole 
business, and condemns the wor­ 
shippers as guilty sinners. What 
was wrong? 
o o 
• 
It Looked All Right 
TREADERS of the Old Testament 
** will remember that at Bethel, 
where the Israelites had one of their 
principal temples, 
golden calves 
had been set up to represent Jehov­ 
ah their God. Now even though the 
people worshipped the true God, 
surely It was wrong to worship him 
in the form of an animal 
The form of their worship was all 
wrong, much further wrong than 
any form of Christian worship is 
today; yet Amos does not condemn 
them for worshipping in this mis­ 
taken way. Never once anywhere 
does he say a word about the gold­ 
en calves. And if he does not say 
anything about a big thing like gold­ 
en calves, still less does he have 
anything severe to say about less 
important departures from "good 
form" in worship. 
He does not condemn the peo­ 
ple for having the wrong hymn­ 
book, or for not having a good 
choir. He hasn’t a word of 
blame for 
non-attendance at 
worship; indeed he comes down 
hardest on those who do attend. 
Apparently church attendance 
in Bethel was excellent—that 
was not their trouble. 
Again, he has no fault to find with 
the Israelites because their 
‘ser­ 
vices were uninteresting." Maybe 
they were; but on the other hand 
they were probably full of color and 
of pageantry, something to see as 
well as to hear. Yet Amos was not 
impressed. Further, he makes no 
complaint about poor sermons.

Carl Watson, whose farm is 
located three miles northwest of I 
Chico, Texas, in the Red Willow 
Conservation Group, is a con­ 
servation farmer. 
A conservation farmer, accord­ 
ing to Louis P. Merrill, Regional 
Director of the Soil Conservation 
Service at Fort Worth Texas, is 
one who sees the land, under­ 
stands what he sees, works with 
understanding and 
enjoys his 
work. 
First Carl stated, “I don’t think 
the good Lord made this land for 
mankind to destroy and that 
owners 
and 
operators 
should 
leave it in as good, or better, con-! 
dition than they found it.” 
Mr. Watson owns 290 acres and 
leases an additional 96 acres. A 
complete coordinated conserva-! 
tion program is being applied on 
the 386 acres that Carl owns and 
leases. These conservation prac- j 
tices include cover crops, terrac-! 
ing, collective outlets, contour 
strip cropping, crop residue man­ 
agement, seeding pasture and 
rangeland. 
As a result of a complete co­ 
ordinated conservation program, 
Mr. Watson was able to increase 
his yields of combine maize from 
2000 to 3000 pounds per acre. Mr. 
Watson stated, “Where I had 
contour strip cropping to protect 
the land from blowing, contour 
cultivation and other conserva­ 


tion measures recommended by 
the Soil 
Conservation 
Service 
personnel at Bridgeport, I in­ 
creased my maize yields at least 
one-third.” Carl figures that at 
$2.00 per hundred for combine 
maize he made $20.00 more per 
acre by doing it the conservation 
way.

LETTER from preceding page 
gre8S must eventually settle by 
legislation the tidelands contro­ 
versy. 
Many of us are happy that 
Harry Bridges, the notorious red 
labor leader of the West Coast 
has been convicted of perjury 
growing out of his naturaliza­ 
tion proceedings of some years 
ago. 
There seems little doubt 
that Harry Bridges has long been 
a communist. Certainly he has 
been of much help to the cause of 
communism. 
During 
my 
first 
session in Congress I voted for a 
bill to deport the said Harry 
Bridges. Had we got rid of him 
at that time we would have avoid­ 
ed a great deal of trouble in­ 
cluding the recent serious ship­ 
ping strikes in the Hawaiian 
Islands. 
Harry 
Bridges 
came 
originally from Australia. Rumor 
now has it that even if he is de­ 
naturalized and ordered deported 
Australia will not accept him 


back. We have been unable to 
deport a number of bad charac­ 
ters because the countries from 
which they came would not allow 
them to return. It seems to me 
that our State Department should 
be able to compel these countries 
to accept the return of these peo­ 
ple. 
There are many ways in 
which we could bring enough 
pressure on them to compel their 
accepting the return of such in­ 
dividuals. 
For the first time, in this ses­ 
sion of Congress we are trying 
to pass a “one package” appro­ 
priations bill. That means that 
all of the major appropriations 
are included in one bill instead of 
in ten different bills as has been 
the practice. The bill now before 
the House for vote carries the 
appropriations under the follow­ 
ing heads, or chapters: 


I. District of Columbia 
II. Legislative Branch. 

State, Justice, Commerce 
and the Judiciary 
IV. Treasury—Post Office 


V. Labor—Federal Security

(Rivers, 
harbors, and flood control by the 
Corps of Engineers)) 
X. D e f e n s e Establishment 
(Army, Navy, Air Force) 
The biggest items in this bill 
are J3 billions for the defense 
establishments and 6 billions for 
the Veterans Administration. The 
approximately 19 billions recom­ 
mended for the defense establish­ 
ment and the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration is approximately % of 
the total amount carried in the 
bill. 


There bas been considerable 
eyebrow-lifting hereabouts over 
the recently published fact that 
England is currently operating 
on a balanced budget, In fact, the 
British not only have balanced 
their books but show a surplus of 
something over IOO million dol­ 
lars, On the other hand, we will 
operate this current fiscal year 


,with a deficit of 6 or 6 billion 
dollars. At least I billion of this 
deficit went to the British. 
Two Republican members of 
Congress have hit upon a unique 
way of publicizing and protest­ 
ing our deficit financing. These 
members, Cole and Kilbum, both 
of New York, sign all of these 
letters in red ink. 


We get numerous letters urging 
us to support the Hoover Com­ 
mission hoping its recommenda­ 
tions would result in greater" 
economy and efficiency in gov­ 
ernment, I now find that a good 
many of these recommendations 
do not promote these desirable 
objectives. 
Putting patches on 
patches 
does 
not 
necessarily 
strengthen a garment. Shifting 
an agency from one bureau to 
another will not necessarily pro­ 
mote efficiency. What is needed 
is to reduce the size and cost of 
government. This could be done 
without impairing: the service of 
the government to the people.

Two or three pounds 
of 4-12-4 or 5-10-5 commercial 
fertilizer for each hundred square 
feet of space in the rose garden 
is about right. 
The fertilizer should be worked 
into the soil by shallow cultiva­ 
tion. Deep cultivation at this 
time of the year will destroy the 
young feeder roots that are near 
the ground surface and this may 
retard plant growth and cut down 
on the production of flowers. The 
rose garden can be mulched at 
this time and she says a good 
mulch of decayed leaves, straw, 
grass clippings, pine needles or 
well decayed barnyard manure 
will help hold moisture, keep 
down weed and grass growth in 
the garden and will improve the 
tilth of the soil. 
She 
says 
roses 
should 
be 
checked, now for new sprout 
growth. They come from the 
root stock; usually grow very 
rapidly and are easy to recog­ 
nize because the leaves are small 
and light green in color. They 
should be removed for they can 
crowd-off 
the 
more 
desirable 
rose graft. 
Roses require good drainage, 
yet they need plenty of moisture 
for 
heavy 
flower 
production. 
She says they should not be 
sprinkled, because moisture ap­ 
plied to the leaves encourage 
black snot and mildew. Both

L eaders o f the Firemen’s union have 
called a nationwide strike starting with 
four great railroads on April 26. These 
railroads are the New York Central, Penn­ 
sylvania, Santa Fe, and Southern. 
The union claim that a second fireman 
is needed on grounds of safety is sheer 
hypocrisy. Safety has been dragged into 
this dispute only in an unsuccessful effort 
to give a cloak of respectability to vicious 
feather-bedding demands. 
After a careful study of the first de­ 
mands of this union, a Presidential Fact 
Finding Board on May 21,1943, reported 
to President Roosevelt that there was no 
need for an extra fireman on diesel 
locomotives. 
Again, on September 19, 1949, after a 
second hearing on the union leaders’ de­ 
mands, a second Board reported to Presi­ 
dent Truman that: "there presently exists 
no need for an additional fireman... upon 
either the ground of safety or that of 
efficiency and economy of operation.” 


Safety Record of Diesels is 
Outstandingly Good 
Although the railroads accepted the Board 
findings, the union leaders have brazenly 
rejected them. They represent that an 


extra fireman is needed for "safety” rea­ 
sons. Here’s what the Board had to say 
on that point: 


“The safety and on-time performance 
of diesel electric locomotives operated 
under current rules have been notably 
good . . . 
“Upon careful analysis of the data sub­ 
mitted on safety, we have concluded 
that no valid reasons have been shown 
as a support for the Brotherhood pro­ 
posal under which a fireman would be 
required to be at all times continuously 
in the cab of road diesels. The proposal 
must be rejected.” 


The real reason behind these demands is 
that the union leaders are trying to make 
jobs where there is no work. In other 
words, a plain case of "feather-bedding.” 
The railroads have no intention of yield­ 
ing to these wasteful make-work demands.
